LOOKING BACK TO 1883 


This is a leaf out of Mr. Hopkin 
Moorhouse’s book, “Deep Furrows,” 
and as your correspondent went 
through this stage when such a thing 
as relief was unheard of, he is greatly 
interested, 

This is about the two Partridge 
brothers who lived in Sintaluta (which 
is now one of the best districts in 
Saskatchewan), and one of whom 
came into prominence as an organizer 
of the Grain Growers’ Company, They 
had 40 acres down in wheat their first 
crop. The total yield was seven 
bushels, obtained from around the 
slough edges, 

One by one the discouraged settlers 
around them gathered together their 
few belongings and sought fresh trails, 
Some men trudged with pack on back, 
silent and grim. 

One day a settler with a family 
stopped to ask questions of the two 


young men. He was on his way— 
“Somewhere—no place in particular.” 
*I tell you boys, this country ain't 


no place for a white man,” he-volun- 
“When y’ ain't freezing, y're 
burnin’ up—and that’s what happens 
in Hell.” 

He spat a stream of tobacco juice 
over the wagon wheel and clawed his 
beard. His brown face twisted quiz- 
zically. “God A'mighty ain't nowhare's 
near here, He did not come this far 
west, He stopped down at Rat Port- 
age! Well, anyways, good luck to 
you both, and if you don't get it, 
young fellers, don’t ye go blamin’ 
me—by Jupiter!"
